Brazil protests ramp 
up, Rousseff cancels 
Japan trip 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazilians took to the streets 
again Thursday in several 
cities on a new day of mass 
nationwide protests, demand¬ 
ing better public services and 
bemoaning massive spending 
to stage the World Cup 

The mounting pressure on 
the government of President 
Dilma Rousseff in the face of' 
the biggest street protests the 
South American country has 
seen in 20 years prompted her 
to cancel a trip to Japan 
planned far later tins month. 

M ore than one million peo¬ 
ple have pledged via social 
media networks to march in 
SO cities across the country on 
Thursday, as the two-week- 
old protest movement showed 
no sign of abating 

Anger about a hike in pub¬ 
lic transport fares has spiralled 
into a wider movement de¬ 
manding an end to govern¬ 


ment corruption — one fueled 
by resentment over the $15 
billion cost of staging the 
Confederations Cup and the 
World Cup 

Sn the heart, of Salvador, the 
capital of Bain a state, thou¬ 
sands of protesters -- mostly 
students -- massed on Campo 
Grande square m a carnival at- 
mo sphere ahead of a Confed¬ 
erations Cup match pitting 
Uruguay against Nigeria 

As the protests heated up, 
Rousseffs office announced 
that she would not travel to 
Japan on June 26-2S as 
pienned for talks with Prime 
Minister S1 ihlz o Abe 

“She has ultimately de¬ 
cided to postpone this trip, 
which would have involved 
several days of travel. She has 
decided to stay in Brazil due 
to current events,* a source in 
her office told AFP.

MIAMI (AFP) - A jury of six 
women was selected Thursday 
for the trial of George Zim¬ 
merman, the US neighbor¬ 
hood watchman who shot 
dead unarmed black teen 
Trayvon Martin in an incident 
that set oil racial tensions 
Zimmerman has pleaded 
not guilty to charges o f second 
degree murder over the Febru¬ 
ary 2 fj, 2012 shooting, saymg 
he shot Martin m self-defense 
after the teen wrestled him to 
the ground and pounded Ins 
head against the sidewalk 
An initial decision by 
Florida investigators not to 
press charges in the case set 
off widespread outrage, with 
Martin's supporters alleging 
racism and pointing to the fact 
hat die teenager was unarmed 


and had no criminal record. 

Tire incident was widely 
covered by he national media, 
and also ignited debate over 
he state's controversial "Stand 
Your Ground" law; winch al¬ 
lows the use of firearms in 
self-defense even when it is 
possible to flee. 

Tire six jurors -- five white 
women and one black woman 
-- were selected over the 
course of a inne-day process 
of winnowing down a list of 
hundreds of potential candi¬ 
dates 

Attorneys selected another 
four people to act as substitute 
jurors. 

Opening arguments ’will b e 
given Monday with the trial 
expected to last up to six 
weeks

On Wednesday, the protesters 
scored a major victory when 
authorities in Sao Paula and 
Rio, Brazil's two biggest 
cites, canceled controversial 
transit fare hikes, but that was 
not enough to placate he 
demonstrators. 

Protesters say hey want 
higher funding for education 
and health and a cut in salaries 
of public officials They are 
also railing against what they 
viewed as rampant corruption 
within he political class. 

Hie demonstrations in the 


country of 194 million people 
-- the world's seventh largest 
economy -- have sometimes 
turned violent. 

Late Wednesday, riot po¬ 
lice fired tear gas to break up 
a mob of several hundred that 
tried to block a 15-kilometer 
(10-mile) bridge across Guan- 
abara Bay that links Bio with 
the nearby city of Niteroi 

The mob, which had earlier 
ransacked a bank branch, 
knocked over a bus, and hen 
built barricades with debus 
and set them on fire. 


US doubles aid to world's 
burgeoning refugees 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States on Thursday 
doubled its aid to the UN 
refugee organization to some 
$S90 million, as officials said 
every four seconds another 
person Bees home to escape 
war and strife. 

"We blink our eyes 15 
times every minute, so every 
time you blink there is one 
mare new person farced to 
flee," sard UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees Antonio 
Guterres, adding it showed 
"how dramatic the displace¬ 
ment problem is" 


The world is now strug¬ 
gling with more refugees and 
displaced people than at any 
time since the 1994 Rwandan 
genocide, he told an event to 
mark World Refugee Day 
hosted hy the US State De¬ 
partment 

Most of thase refugees are 
stre amin g out of Syria, where 
rebels are battling to oust 
President Bashar a!-Assad in 
a conflict now in its third 
year Some I d million Syri¬ 
ans have fled, and aver four 
million are internally dis¬ 
placed.

Thursday's agreement 


which came in the form of an 
amendment expected to pass 
with ease, establishes five 
criteria before any permanent 
regulanzation of undocu- 
mented migrants.

US does not rule out 
talks on Taliban

Belgium moves closer to euthanasia 
for minors 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States is not ruling out 
discussions with the Taliban 
on a prisoner swap as it works 
to bring home the only US sol¬ 
dier held captive by the mili¬ 
tants, a US official said 
Thursday 

As Washington works to 
schedule talks with the Tal¬ 
iban, there is a reco gnition that 
the Islamist militia will likely 
want to discuss the release of 
senior operatives held in the 
US military jail in Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay 

"We have not made a deci¬ 
sion to transfer any Taliban de¬ 
tainees from Guantanamo Bay, 
though we anticipate, as I've 
said, Shat the Taliban will Fill 
raise tins issue," State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Jen Psaki 
told reporters. 

She stressed that winning the 
release of US soldier Bowe 
Bergdahl, captured on June 30, 
2DO? by the Taliban, was "a 
priority" for the United States 

" Well talk with the Talib an 
.. about the safe return of Ser¬ 
ge ant Bergdahl. He's been 
gone Ear too long," Psaki said. 

"We continue to call for and 
work towards his safe and im¬ 
mediate release." 

But she stressed no date or 
venue had yet been set for the 
direct US-Taliban talks, after a 
dispute over the naming of the 
Taliban's new office in Qatar 
appeared to have scuppered 
initial plans to meet tins week 

Special representative for 
Afghanistan and Pakistan 
James Dobbins, who will lead 
the talks, is still ready to go to 
the region, Psaki said 

She implied Dobbins could 
Ey with US Secretary of State 
John Kerry who is heading to 


Qatar on Friday. Psaki emphat¬ 
ically ruled out, however, that 
Kerry himself would meet 
with the Taliban.

One woman in three a victim 
of domestic violence: WHO 



Philippines financial 
district bans plastic 
bags 


GENEVA (AFP) - More than 
one woman m three around 
the globe is a victim of da¬ 
rn estic violence, with those in 
Asia and the Middle East 
most-affected by the scourge, 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion said. 

In what it billed as the first- 
ever systematic study of 
global data an the prevalence 
of violence against women 
and its healtli impact, the UN 
agency said 3D percent 
worldwide faced such abuse 
at the hands o f their p artners. 

"These to me are shocking 
statistics," said Flavia Bus- 
tree, head of the WHQ : s fam¬ 
ily, women's and children's 
health division. 

It's also shocking that this 
phenomenon cuts across the 
entire world," she told re¬ 
porters. 

The WHO blamed taboos 
that prevent victims from 
coming forward, failings in 
medical and justice systems, 
and norms that mean men 
and women may see violence 
as acceptable. 

The findings were extrapo¬ 


lated from figures provided 
by El countries winch main¬ 
tain data, and did not single 
out individual nations. 

Hie scale of abuse was 
highest in Asia, where data 
from Bangladesh, East 
Timor, India, Myanmar, Sn 
Lanka and Thailand showed 
that 37 7 percent of women 
were affected. 

Next was the Middle East, 
where prevalence averaged at. 
37 percent. Sub-Saharan 
Africa followed, with 3d.6 
percent. 

Am average of 23.3 percent 
were affected in a group of 
high-income countries in¬ 
cluding North America, the 
European Union, Japan, 


South Korea, Australia and 
New Zealand 

"These data really show 
the tremendous toll violence 
has on the health of women," 
said Claudia Garcia-Moren, a 
WHO specialist on gender, 
reproductive rights, sexual 
health and adolescence 
Underlining the impact, of 
such abuse, the WHO said 
that globally, 3E percent of 
female murder victims were 
killed hy their partners. 

In addition, it said, vio¬ 
lence also leaves scars long 
after bruises disappear and 
broken bones heal. 

Women with a violent part¬ 
ner were twice as likely to 
suffer from depression and 
develop an alcohol problem, 
compared to women who did 
not experience abuse. 

Victims of violence were 
also found to be far more 
likely to contract a range of 
sexually-transmitted dis¬ 
eases, from syphilis to HIV 
The study also flaggedthe 
higher likelihood of abused 
women having an unwanted 
pregnancy, an abortion, or an 
underweight baby — and their 
children were more likely to 
become abusers or victims in 
adulthood. 


MANILA (.AFP) - The Philip¬ 
pines financial capital banned 
disposable plastic shopping 
bags and styrofoam food con¬ 
tainers Thursday, as part of es¬ 
calating efforts across the 
nation's capital to curb rubbish 
blamed far deadly flooding 

After a widespread publicity 
camp ai gn 1 e acting up to die b an, 
Makati city environment pro¬ 
tection officers began handing 
out fines of 5,000 pesos (til5) 
to shops and supermarkets 
caught distributing the bags 

Rowena Rosario, who sells 
hot meals at a sidewalk stall, 
often packed in plastic bags, 
said the city ordinance was 
m akin g iife d* ffi cult. 

"Most of my orders are 
take-out. Now, I have to use 
paper bags but what if the food 
has a lot of sauce? No one is 
going to bung plates here," she 
said glumly 

There is strong resistance to 
the ban, particularly amongst 
the poor, sad benefit Camarce, 
one of the ban enforcers who 
spoke to AFP after inspecting a 
public market 

While Makati, one of 17 
cities or districts that make up 
Metro Manila, still allows food 
to be wrapped m plastic, it has 
b anned the b ags that shops and 
restaurants traditionally issue 


Styrofoam food containers 
and plastic cups are also banned. 

Consumers are given the op¬ 
tion of paper alternatives or not 
using aiy bags, with supermar¬ 
kets encouraging shoppers to 
hung their own. 

To w-truck crew memb er J ohn 
Regalio shrugged with resigna¬ 
tion as he bought juice drinks 
p oured into p ap er cup s instead of 
made sealed small plastic hags, 
die preferred local way of serving 
beverages to customers on die go. 

Makati is home to many of 
die country's foreign embassies, 
biggest corporations and banks, 
swankiest shopping malls and 
about 2,900 restaurants 

Although its official papula¬ 
tion is just over 600,000, dns 
swells to about 3.7 millionm die 
daytime when thousands of com¬ 
muters travel to the area to work, 
city officials said 

Makati became the ninth out 
of die 17 areas to issue the plas¬ 
hes ban, meaning 6.1 million d£ 
Metro Manila's population of 13 
million people are covered hy the 
restrictions. 

Prexy Macana, project officer 
of Makati's environmental serv¬ 
ices department, said cutting 
down on plastic was vital to stop 
die clogging of die city's water¬ 
ways, winch is widely blamed 
for contributing to hoods.

Tire roadmap of the mind 
was painstakingly created by 
scientists in Germany and 
Canada and is 5D times more 
detailed than the last attempt, 
containing 100, DO D times 
more data than a typical MR.1, 
they said. 

fire 3-D map, described in 
the US journal Science, aims 
to offer a new perspective for 
scientists who want to study 
everything from Alzheimer's 
to Parkinson's disease and 
other disorders. 

Known as BigBrain, it is 
"he first ever brain model in 
3-D which really presents a 
realistic human brain with all 
he cells and all he structures 
of a human bran," sad senior 
author Karl Zilles, professor 
at the Julieh Aachen Research 
Alliance m Germany. 

The project is the first to 
create such advanced im¬ 
agery.

Apple: proof of antitrust 
conspiracy weak 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Evi¬ 
dence is lacking of' an Apple 
conspiracy with publishers to 
rase the price of e-books, 
Apple's lawyer said in closing 
remarks Thursday m a federal 
antitrust trial. 

“The government has over¬ 
reached," said attorney Orm 
Snyder said at the federal court 
trial in New York "Any fair 
consideration leads to one con¬ 
clusion: Apple acted lawfully 
and did not viol ate he antitrust 
laws" 

Snyder described the intense 
sax-week period during which 
Apple introduced itself to he 
publishing world, then negoti¬ 
ated a senes of contracts with 
five major publishers that re¬ 
made die online book industry. 

The government contends 
that Apple conspired with he 
publishers to change the e- 
book selling model in early 
20ID. At he time, the industiy 
was run on a "wholesale" 
model dominated by Amazon, 
which set bestsellers at $9 99 


Apple shifted the system to 
an agency model that guaran¬ 
teed Apple a 30 percent com¬ 
mission, let publishers set 
prices and priced most best¬ 
sellers at $12,99 and $14 99. 
As Apple was finalizing its 
deals, publishers successfully 
pressured Amazon to accept 
the agency model and higher 
prices 

The government alleges 
Apple was the "ringleader" of 
a conspiracy that organized the 
industry against Amazon in a 
way that cost consumers hun¬ 
dreds of millions o f dollars. 

But Snyder accused he gov¬ 
ernment of "taking benign 
commercial conduct and turn¬ 
ing it into the seeds of a con¬ 
spiracy." 

The government has con¬ 
tended that Apple began plot¬ 
ting higher prices in late 2009 
with conversations with pub¬ 
lishers on she agency model 
But these conversations were 
early brainstorming sessions, 
not a meeting of he minds on 
a way to remake the industry, 
Snyder said

watched fay the business sector,

A ruling against Apple 
"would have a chilling and 
confounding effect" on content 
companies looking to enter

ROME (AFP) - "Sopranos" 
star James Gandolfim died of 
a heart attack in Rome de¬ 
spite medics battling for 2D 
minutes to save him, an Ital¬ 
ian doctor said Thursday, as 
tributes pour in for the award- 
winning US actor. 

The New Jersey-born 
actor, who shot to fame with 
Ins portrayal of an emotion¬ 
ally vulnerable mafia boss, 
had been staying at the Hotel 
Exedra in the centre of Rome 
when he fell ill late Wednes¬ 
day and was rushed to hospi¬ 
tal 

Claudio Madmi, ER head 
at the Umberto l hospital, 
told AFP Gandoltin was m 
cardiac arrest when he was 
rushed in at 10:40 pm (2040 
GUT). 

"He was already dead 
After 20 minutes of CPK, 
time of death was declared at 
23:00,“ he sard An autopsy is 
due to be carried out on the 
actor, whose body is being 
held in the hospital's morgue 

Gandolfim, who won three 
Emmys and a Golden Globe 
for Ins depiction of troubled 
mob boss Tony Soprano on 
the popular cable TV senes.

He was to have been given 
an award by the country's 
oldest festival, before partic¬ 
ipating m a roundtable dis¬ 
cussion tins weekend. 

Edie Falco, the on-screen

co-star, saying then on¬ 
screen relationship was "one 
of the greatest" she had ever 
known 

"1 am shocked and devas¬ 
tated by Jim's passing He 
was a man of tremendous 
depth and sensitivity, with a 
kindness and generosity be¬ 
yond words," she said in a 
statement 

"I consider myself very 
lucky to have spent 10 years 
as his close colleague My 
heart goes out to Ins family, 
as those of us in Ins pretend 
one hold on to the memories 
of our intense and beautiful 
time together. 

"The love between Tony 
and C armel a was one of the 
greatest I've ever known," 
she added 

The 51-year-old Gan- 
dolfim had stopped off in 


Rome en route to the festival 
and had spent Wednesday 
sightseeing with his teenage 
son Michael, before collaps¬ 
ing in the hotel bathroom, 
local media reports said, 
ANSA news agency said 
Gandolfim had been seen 
chatting and smiling as he 
signed autographs in the 
morning, and had dine dm the 
hotel in the evening with his 
son and sister. 

It was Michael who had 
called far help when his fa¬ 
ther failed to respond, TM- 
News said. 

'"At around 22:00 Mr. 
Janies Gandolfmi, on holiday 
in Rome and a guest in the 
hotel Exedra, fell ill while he 
was in Ins roam. The family 
contacted staff" who called 
an ambulance, the hotel said.

Organisers of the 
Taormina festival said they 


were "deeply saddened' to 
learn of the death of Gan¬ 
dolfmi and were planning a 
special tnbute to Inm. 

"Sopranos" creator David 
Chase called Gandolfim a ge¬ 
nius. 

"Anyone who saw him 
even in the smallest of his 
performances knows that," he 
said. "He is one of the great¬ 
est actors of tins or any time. 
A great deal of that genius 
resided in those sad eyes." 

Gandolfim w r as born on 
September 13, 1961 His par¬ 
ents were Italian immigrants 
--his father was a bricklayer, 
and later a high school custo¬ 
dian, while his mother 
worked m a cafetena. 

His parents insisted that he 
go to college, and after some 
initial resistance Gandolfim 
graduated with a degree in 
communications from Rut¬ 
gers University in 19S3. 

The future Tony Soprano 
began acting in the New York 
theatre, making his Broad¬ 
way debut m the 1992 revival 
of "A. Streetcar Named De¬ 
sire" with Jessica Lange and 
Alec Baldwin 

His breakthrough role 
came as a hitman in Tony 
Scott's 1993 True Ro¬ 
mance," winch he fallowed 
with "She's So Lovely" 
(1997), "EMM" (1999), "The 
Mexican" (2001), "The Man 
Who Wasn't There" (2001) 
and "In the Loop" (2009) 

Last year, Gandolfim 
played farmer CIA director 
Leon Panetta in the Oscar - 
wmmng Osama bin Laden 
manhunt movie "Zero Dark 
Unity," while his last big- 
screen movie was "The In¬

Mariel 
Hemingway 
sees no 
glamor in 
addiction 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
actress turned wellness guru 
Man el Hemingway, whose il¬ 
lustrious family lias been 
deeply scared by suicide, ap¬ 
pealed to Hollywood an 
Thursday not to glamorize ad¬ 
diction. 

"I think there is a respons- 
ablity in Hollywood to not 
glamonze addictions and a til¬ 
ers tilings that are causes of 
problems," the 51-year-old 
star of Woody Allen's 1979 
rom-com "Manhattan" told re¬ 
porters in Washington 

She was in the US capital 
for the screening of "Running 
from Crazy," director Barbara 
Kopple's documentary about 
die Hemingway family's strug¬ 
gle with substance abuse, 
mental illness and suicide, at 
the AFI Docs festival. 

Seven members of the 
Hemingway family have taken 
their dwu lives, most famously 
novelist Ernest Hemingway 
and model Margaux Heming¬ 
way. who was Man el Heming¬ 
way's sister. 

"Yes, 1 think there was a 
(family) curse," said Heming¬ 
way, a mother of two who 
lives outside San Fran cisco, 
teaches yoga and writes books 
about holistic living. 

"But I honestly believe that 
by making tins film, and be¬ 
cause of how 1 live my life, I 
don’t feel 1 have a curse any¬ 
more," she said. 

She disagreed with those 
who suggest that mental ill¬ 
ness is genetic, saying "You 
have to look at all the factors" 

" Ev eryb a dy that c omm - 
mi ted suicide in my family, at 
least, were addicts. They were 
trying to self-medic ate with 
drugs and alcohol. All these 
things are very complicated," 
she told AFP 

"That's why I chose to live 
a live style that I know sup¬ 
ports my balance and well¬ 
being. 1 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control data die 
number of suicides among 
Americans aged 35 to 64 -- a 
segment that includes many 
baby boomers -- has risen 23 
percent in die last decade. 

In 3010 the number of sui¬ 
cides (33,364) overtook the 
number of traffic fatalities 
(3 3,687). 

Kelly Posner, founder of the 
Center for Suicide Risk As¬ 
sessment, said 90 percent of 
diose who die by suicide had 
an underlying mental illness, 
mo st o ft en d ep re s si on.

"Japan need to take advan¬ 
tage of this experience at the 
World Cup finals," it added. 

“Jap an looked quite different 
from four days ago. They stood 
out with an aggressive atti- 
tu de," the m as s - circul ati on 
Yomiuri Shunbun said. 

"It was a game that gave 
Jap an much-needed experience

Boxing: Malignaggi faces unbeaten Broner in battle 
of champs, while Aussie Bika seeks world super 
middleweight title 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Home¬ 
town hero Paiilie Malignaggi 
de fend s hi s Worl d E a xin g As - 
sociation welterweight title 
against unbeaten US compa¬ 
triot Adrien Broner on Satur¬ 
day in a showdown of rival 
champions. 

Broner, the reigning World 
Boxing Council lightweight 
champion and a former world 
super featherweight champion, 
steps up two weight divisions 
to fight Malignaggi before Ins 
loyal supporters at the Bar¬ 
clays Center in Brooklyn 

“I'm going to dominate him, 
punish him and make him quit 
on his stool/ Malignaggi 
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boasted. “We're ready Come 
get it. There's not much more 
you can say to that Hie harder 
he tries, the more ass whoopin' 
lie's going to get.' 1 

Malignaggi, 32-4 with 
seven knockouts, makes the 
second defense of the title he 
took from previously unbeaten 
Ukraine fighter Vyacheslav 
Semchenko with a ninth-round 
sto pp ag s 1 ast y ear m in s rival's 
homeland. 

Malignaggi, a former light 
welterweight world champion 
as well, made Ins first title de¬ 
fense last October by tailing a 
narrow 12-round split decision 
in Brooklyn over Mexico's 
Pablo Cesar Cano. 

Broner, 26-0 with 22 knock¬ 
outs, took the WBC light¬ 
weight title last November 
with an eighth-round stoppage 
d f M exi c an southp aw Antoni o 
D e M arc o an d d efende d it 1 ast 
February when Welshman 
Gavin Rees retired m the fifth 
round. 

But Broner, 23., has never 
been past 10 rounds m a fight 
and has been past eight rounds 
only once. Malignaggi, 32, has 
been 12 rounds seven times, 
bus only once in the past three 
years. 

Broiler's knockout power, 
however, might explain his 
lack of long triumphs.

I chose to fight real opponents 
in my career" 

Broner sais he is prepared 
for whatever Malignaggi has 
for him, even the legs and 
stamina to carry the fight to 
lengths he has never been be¬ 
fore 

And jumping two weight di¬ 
visions higher will not dimin¬ 
ish ins punching power, 
Broner promised. 

“Pm really not worrying 
about jumping weight 
classes," Era lier said “Forme 
the weight is not a problem, 
I'm originally a welterwei gilt 
anyway I just had to lose 
weight, so I really didn't have 
to do anything different. 

Whil e, C am ero a n-b a rn Aus - 
trail an Salem Bika tries to 
claim his first major world tide 
Saturday when he faces un¬ 
beaten Mexican Marco Anto¬ 
nio Peritan for the vacant 
World Boxrng Councrl super 
middleweight crown. 

The 34 -year-old Aussie, 
nicknamed "The Scorpion", 
carries a record of 31-5 with 
two drawn and 21 knockouts 
mtD the bout with Penh an, 
who is 20-D with 13 knock¬ 
outs, for the vacant titie. 

Bika knew little about his 
rival, six years his junior, be¬ 
fore the bout was made. 

“He's big with a good

1 always like to fight 
a new opponent. I will take 
him on and, show the world I'm 
the best.' 

Penh an says Ins supenor 
speed will be a deciding factor. 

"J*ve been training for two 
and a half months and it was 
my hardest training camp ever, 
so Pm definitely ready" he 
said “ Movement is the main 


key for me along with my jab 
and fighting at a distance I 
feei I'm faster than he is.“ 

Hie WBC stripped the title 
from Andre Ward earlier this 
year, saying the unbeaten 
American had not fought a 
mandatory challenger within 
the required time frame nor 
provided evidence to support 
his claim of a shoulder injury 
that had required surgery.

Fernando Torres scared four 
times and David Villa darned a 
hat-trick for die world and Euro- 
p sail champions at Rio de Jaieiro's 
hallowed Maracana, with David 
Silva adding a brace and Juan 
Mata also finding Hie net 

No team had previously won 
by 10 goals at an international 
FIFA event, with Hungary (9-0 
against South Korea at the 1954 
World Cup, 1D-I against El Sal¬ 
vador at the 19S2 World Cup) 
and ’Yugoslavia (9-D against 
Zaire at the 1974 World Cup) 
the cd -holders of the previous 
record. 

Tahiti, who sit 138th in the 
FIFA rankings, equalled their 
heaviest defeat - a 10-D demo¬ 
lition by New Zealand in 2004 
--hut Spam fell short of match¬ 
ing their 13-0 annihilation of 
Bulgariam a 1933 friendly 

Spam will be assured of a 
place m the semi-finals if Nige¬ 
ria avoid defeat against 
Uruguay in Salvador later in 
Group B. The same outcome 
would also end Tahiti's mathe¬

Spam coach Vicente del

changes to his starting line-up,,
